CLEVELAND, 0. — A new remedy 


for pneumonia, which In its first 
trials In about. 1,500 cases has proved 
better than anything previously known 
was described to the American Col- 
leges of Physicians Wednesday, fts 
greatest benefit is In causing much 
less nausea than other remedies, but 
it has shown a lower death rate. . 


The drug is sulfathiazole, a "rela- 


tive" of sulfanilamide, and is the sec- 
ond such "relative" to prove good for 
pneumonia, The first was sulfapyri- 
dine, made by adding to sulfanilamide 
a form of nicolinic acid. The sulfa- 
thiazole is made by adding .instead 
of nicotlnlc acids a yellow oil called 
thlazol which is a broken-down form 
of vitamin B-l. 


Not'on Market 


This latest pneumonia remedy is 


not yet on the market, even for sale 
to physicians, but since November 
drug houses have been making it for 
trial in hospitals and'clinics. 


Dr. Harrison F. Flippin and Dr. 


Leon Schwartz, both of the University 
of Pennsylvania School of Medicine, 
told of dividing pneumonia patients 
into two groups. One received sulfapy 
ridinc, the -other sulfathiazole. One 
hundred and sixty-two look the form- 
er medicine, and 152 sulfathiazole. 


The death rate with the new reme- 


dy was sevdn .per cent against 11 
per cent for th older one. This show- 
ing was considered the more remark- 
able because 24 per cent of the pa- 
tients in both groups had type 111 
pneumonia, the most fatal kind. 


Dr. Francis Blake of Yale Univer- 


sity reported comparing 75 cases ol 
pneumonia treated with the new reine 
dy against 150 With sulfapyridine. He 
found the new remedy equally ef- 
fective as the old, with less bad ef- 
fects, and much less nausea.' 


Adcd Benefits 


Chief complaint against sulfapyri- 


dine had been that it made a good 
many persons so ill they had difficulty 
in swallowing enough to do them any 
good. At Yale, not only was thenum- 
berofnauscatedperson s greatly re- 
duced by the new remedy, but they 
were not as a rule nearly so sick. 


Those with the new remedy escap- 


ed some serious 'complications which 
sometimes showed up with sulfapyri- 
dine. These were jaundice.drug rashes 
and drug fever and renal colic, which 
is exceedingly painful. 


Sulfapyridine was first used only 


two years ago. It cut pneumonia death 
rates by as much as 70 per cent.
